Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1 -3, 5,6,8,11, and 1 8-20 are allowable. Claims 9,10,12,1 3, and 1 7, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require 
all the limitations of an allowable claim.
